In the east, the ff&Sm ms probably doomed Russia's 
northern front and with "it Russia* s" increasingly outside chance of 
victory, Russia will have to be on guard as well against a Turkish 
attempt to pick up some of the pieces. Turkey's chances lie in a quick 
move west, blunted for the moment by the sidetrip to the Adriatic 
and the at least annoying recapture of the Ionian by the Italians, 
However the temporarily improved French situation may compensate for 
the time lost. Austria, of course, is simply being whittled down, 
center by center, Italy has improved his position, however the threat 
"of a Turkish convoy .-to Apulia (or o#d end run to Venice), combined 
with the lack of a third fleet and no readily apparent way to get it, 
does not exactly hold out much long term hope. 

Looking to long range prospects, it would soem that the continued 
confusion in the east has given Germany definite winning chances, 
Germany could take central Russia and northern Austria and simply 
explode into . Italy and the Balkans op possibly catch England unawares 
and overextended, Turkish chances lie, as noted above, in moving 
west, most particularly into a piece of the French action. An indecis- 
ive Anglo-German conflict could lead to Turkey taking the. entire east 
and with it a bare majority for victory.

combination is, 

Austria, remarkably enough, is holding his own, Turkey obviously 
prefers a weak ally (Austria) to a strong one (Russia), This will 
work out fine for the moment, however after Germany digests the Russian 
interior, it seems likely that he will be heading south. Just how 
defensible Austro-Turkish holui ngs will be remains to be seen. In 
the west, Turkey seems to be making a half-hearted attempt at some 
Italian centers as well. All in all, rather greedy with Turkey sitting 
at six. Unless England is very slow in moving into the Mediterranean 
or an Anglo-German conflict intervenes, an Italian buffer against 
England would probably be better advised than sharing the spoils and 
waiting for England to come back for more.

It's too bad that the 
innovator of the postal habby (of Diplomacy) insists on being so negative 
all the time.

The major" concern is over the fact 
that the publisher's charge more for their zines to make up for the loses 
from their trades. No way. When I started LDNS I set a price of $3.50 
for 10 issue because that was what I felt I needed to publish this zine. 
Not only for the cost of materials but for that little extra bit af 
motivation to keep me going all day Sat, and Sunday to put this thing 
out. The price was raised to reflect the increased work, I do not 
know how much I lose on this thing each month, and I don't want to know 
how much. This is a hobby zine and I will always trade with other 
zines (or I should say Pat will). Each publisher has his right to do 
as he wish but I don't like -it, - 

I hate double issue zines I The reason is that the .players are paying 
for a sub to ' a zine so that they can PLAY DIPLOMACY in the zine. When 
the publisher starts doubling up on issues th,e players end up spending 
more for their game. But then again it's the publishers zine not mine, 
I'm just getting some things off of my chest. 

The last thing going to talk about is the rating systems. DIPLOM/iCY 
WORLD will be using Steve McLendon's and_ Bob Sergeants rating system. 
By no means is it a perfect system but it's not a bad one either, I do 
disagree with some of their ideas but I disagree with a lot of tilings. 
But what I'm slowly getting to is that DIPLOMACY WORLD will be using 
other rating systems too. 

I've written Doug Hollingsworth (who is maintaining another rating 
system) and it will be in D\V too. Also I'm trying to locate other 
rating systems for DV/« But, if nothing else, I'm happy to see the hobby 
getting together to talk over something constructively. The ratings 
are generating more mail thea the transfer of DIV. Somebody does care.

Sonoof the things 
th.. t have gone on a quite funny and some are sad but nevertheless I an 
finding out that I am not as perfect as I think I an. 

One of the things that happened was that I wanted to get a page down 
to the publishers as quick as possible' so as to find out how it would turn 
out. Disasters : : I got it back and something was .wrong with it but I 
"couldn't put my finger on it, I read it and I read it but I couldn't put 
a name" to what was wrong, so I put it aside, I then finished up the other 
nine pages and on February 1 6th I took then to' the printers. Next Monday 
I went back to. the first page I did and I found out what was wrong, 
Andy Meier had written an article for Dw and it was on the first page that 
was printed. The article was there alright but his name wasn't; I had 

■.omitted his name. What a clip . Andy I apologize. I will be putting 

something in t)W #22, - as a formal apology to you.. That was just the first
